The first information of a deQnite 


character received by our people relative 
to the Washington, Westminster anil 
Gettysburg Steam Riilway, one of the 
proposed new roads to run into Gettys- 
burg, was given out at the mass meetings 
held heie and at Littleatown and Two 
Taverns last week. The great benefit 
the road would be to the community,the 
character of its management, the proba- 
bilities of ita business success and othei 
ptiiriuent subjects were presented at 
these meetings, and there was evinced 
generally very considerable interest. 


Mr. J. B. (Jolgrove, of Washington, 


President of the proposed road, was the 
chief speaker. He stated in part what 
has been done and what was proposed to 
be done. 
His main object, however, 


was to arouse the leeliugs of the people 
in the matter and to solicit their co-op- 
eration. He asked for the help of all, to 
the end that the management might 
know that the people desire the road to 
bo birlt. 


It appears that a belief exists that the 


Pennsylvania Railroad is 
concerned 


in this movement. 
Mr. Colgrove did 


not so state nor did he mention tbe 
Pennsylvania, except in a part of his ad- 
chess in which he spoke of the proposed 
entrance of the W. W. & G. into Wash- 
ington. He has arranged, he stated, for 
entrance into the National Capital by 
the tracks of the Baltimore & Ohio and 
said turther that Una arrangement has 
the consent of the Pennsylvania, which 
controls the B. & O. His statements 
did not prove nor disprove the belief as 
to tie Pennsylvania'.) interest. 


It must appear, even to a casual oL- 


sei ver, that another railroad coming into 
Gi-ttysburg must benefit the town and 
the community m general, especially as 
it would open up a country which does 
not now have convenient railroad facili- 
ties, as is tbe case in portions of our own 
counts'. It would likely cheapen freight 
rates, would afford more, and in many 
instances, nearer railroad stations and 
would give access to more markets. 
The Washington, Westminster and Get- 
tysburg would give direct comauune;t- 
tion with Washington, which is said to 
be one ol the best markets in the country, 
and would lessen the time of trams be- 
tween the National Capital and the Na- 
tional Military Park and interm«diate 
points. 
These, together with 
many 


other points of advantage, were tpokeu 
of at the mass meetings. The project is 
worthy of the very berioua attention of 
the people of Gettysburg and vicinity, 
for it can not be doubted that a Hist- 
cUiss road covering the points indicated 
will be of incalculable benefit to our 
town and surrounding country. 
Manu- 


factories are growing up in Gettysburg, 
Larger railroad accommodations would 
beuetit those aheady here and would 
bring others. 


Tne geutlemen who are more imme- 


diately connected with this movement 
arr not personally known to many of the 
citizens of this county, and, therefo:e, 
following the suggestion of Mr. (Jolgrove, 
we refer our people to those who are in- 
terested locally, when ths committee ap- 
pointed to solicit subscriptions calls upon 
them.

Warner, vice-presidents ; E E. Slaybaugb 
and N. C. Barbehenn, secretaries. 


President McAllister called tbe meeting 


to order, stating the object to be to talk 
over the railroad situation. 


Ho called on Chas. S. Duncan, Et-q., 


who spoke briefly, saying that at present 
there was cloudiness in the minds of tbe 
people hereabouts concerning this matter, 
He explained that the project ia to build 
a STEAM railroad, that thig plan haa been 
iu the mind of J B. Colgrove, the p"-esi- 
dent of the company, for several yeara. In 
Maryland, he added, the plana are much 
more nearly matured than in Pennsylvan- 
ia. Just as whan the Gettysburg and 
Harrisburg road waa talked about and 
people kept saying that it wouldn't and 
couldn't be built, so now they think tbe 
same. 


He made it clear that railroada can be 


built at leaa coat now than formerly, be- 
cause, for one thing, more economical 
methods are uaed. Then too, money ia 
more plentiful now, ao that tbe difficulties 
will not be so great aa in the caae of tbe 
G. & H Railroad. 


It will be to our advantage to have a 


railroad to the south ; therefore we ought 
to help it in whatever way we can, by 
subscribing atock, or at least by belpful 
words. 
In Maryland much encourage- 


ment baa been met, and we, who will be 
the chief beneficiariea, ought also to do 
our part, he said. 


J. L. Butt spoke pointedly. The road 


will surely come, he said, if the people 
along the line will help. Tbe good will 
of the people muet be given to the project 
before it can become an accomplished 
fact. The president of the company, he 
added, wisuea to know whether the peo- 
ple want the road built. If they do, the 
president assures them that friends have 
the capital to build the road. 


He showed that Gettysburg ia isolated 


from main railroad lines. Freight rates 
are very high, because there ia no compe- 
tition. For instance, the ratea from Get- 
tysburg to Baltimore are the aame aa from 
Chicago to Baltimore. To send a ton oJ 
phosphate to MoKnightstown, a dietance 
of only aix miles, coata SI.00. Iu other 
worda freight charges eat up the profits. 


The benefits to the people of a new road 


are clear—a new and profitable market 
for our products, especially the email farm 
products, egga, milk, butter and fruils, 
He cited the profitable traffic in these pro- 
ducts of the farms along the line to Phila- 
delphia, by way of Harrisburg. Washing- 
ton, however, is a much better market 
than Philadelphia. 
The speaker closed 


with this assurance of President Colgrove : 
''The road will come, if the people mani- 
fest any interest'" 


The last speaker, Preaident Colgrove, 


Give briefly the history of thia project. 
The company was organized several yeara 
ago. Two charters had been drawn up, 
as the law requires in such cases, one for 
Maryland and 
one 
for Pennsylvania. 


There are, therefore, two companies, of 
both of which he la tbe president. C. S. 
Duncan, E^q., and J. L Butt, Eeq., have 
been chosen attorneys to look after the 
company's intereats here. A New York 
pirty had contracted to build the road, 
but the Spanish War interfered, and there 
waa a lapae. December laat a new eon- 
tract wag enteied into with responsible 
New York men. The company is deter- 
mined to build, be declared.

He gave a few atatitica of the product- 


ions of the region between Gettysburg and 
Washington, in a tract along the projected 
hue ten milea wide: 12,000,000 bushels 
of grain ; 200,000 bushels of potatoee ; 150,- 
000 tons of hay, baled and shipped ; 30,- 
OJO.OOO gallona of milk ; 6,000,000 Ibs. of 
butter. These figurea are for three yeara. 


He aaid since operations began §>30,000 


have already been epent on three aurveys. 


To show the character of Washington 


aa a market, he stated that living expenses 
are very high there. 
For instance, ae 


showing this, clerks, who work in that 
city, live in Baltimore, going to and fro 
daily at an expense of 49 cents each day. 
Waahington, with its suburbs, baa a pop- 
ulation of about 350,000. 
What would it 


not be worth to us to be able to reach the 
mjrkota of Waahington ? 


Another advantage to Gettysburg would 


be the great number of excursionists who 
would come to see the Battlefield. 200,- 
000 -excureionisia visit Washington each 
year. 
Of these vory few come here on ac- 


count of the roundabouw route and high 
rates. He gave an instance of 10 000 ex- 
cursionists from Worcester, Mass., who 
last year would have come here had there 
been a convenient route. Two-thirds of 
the Washington visitors will come here il 
the road is opened. 
Money, of course 


will be spent by them. 


To show the interest taken in this matter 


in Maryland, he cited the case of a small 
country village where $3,500 was subscrib- 
ed in 5 houra. At Damascus, another vil- 
lage, $10,000 worth of stock -was taken in 
10 daya. In another small town with a

To keep seed corn it should be in B dry 


place and not txposed to severe cold. 
Selected ears should be buug up where 
tbe :ur circulates freely, but m a warm 
room. Corn thus kept seldom tails to 
germiua'e. 


Tbe value of cattle foods depends 


largely upon their digestibility. Tbere 
is. more portein iu straw tban In corn 
todder, but tbe latter is more digestible. 
Sou*ecoctrae foods are valuable, however, 
iu assisting todigfcst the concentrated 
toods by g vmg built to the mess and 
Separating tne tuateiials, especially v. hen 
Ihd coarse foods are reduced to a tine 
condition. Even it' but a portion ot the 
straw toods are digested, they are pre- 
pared for tbe niauure heap by tbe ani- 
mals, and i»re tbus increased in value 
compared wttb wasteful use.

Spm- 
acb, kale, salsify and dacdelioti may be 
seeded in tbe tall, while cabbage tiud let- 
tuce may be grown m cold trames.

one has a greenhouse tbs variety may be 
enlarged, but aa ordinary hotbed, witb 
several large cold trames, will produce 
quite a large supply early ia spring. 


Old beusand fat, pulleta bring tbe best 


prices m wmier. Cockerels sell at very 
low prices, uulesssold before their combo 
eulaige. It wiltalways be better to send 
poultry to market killed and dressed 
than to ship alive iu coops, as live fowls 
ate sometimes neglected aud exposed ou 
the journey, and are also tio much 
crowdeu in the coops by tne tarmers iu 
order lo save the expense, wbicb results 
in loss, aa the fowls will not ent wbile 
tbe cars aie HI motiDn.and eveu it drink- 
ing cups aie provided many ot tbe fowls 
iu a crowded coop cauuot reacb them. 
Mifuh suffering ou tbe part oi tbe towls 
will be avoided by killing them betcte 
shipping. 


The manure from sheep is more valua- 


ole than trom horses 01 cows. Compared 
with horse manure, at $iaj per tou, 
sbeep manure is worth -$3 30 per ton. 
Il 


is rich iu pbofli'bouc ,icid, aud more cou- 
ceulnited than horse or cow uiauur. 


Those who have tried tbe method 


claim that when apples are packed in dry 
sairl, in boxes or banels, aud stoied in 
a dry place, they will keep longer than 
by simply placing them m barrels, as 
they cau be maintained at a more tiui- 
forui temperature. If bran or sawdust 
is used tbe material may become moldy 
anil injure tbe fiuit. .Every apple must 
be sound and free fiorn blemish befoie 
packiug. 


Wheat may be top-dressed in the fall 


or early wiuter it tbe tuamire is u'ue and 
free from coarse Utter. It is an excel- 
lent way to use tbe manure so as to pre- 
serve ib troiii ioss. As wheat laud is 
plowed ni the tall, it is consequently 
loose, and the rams carry tbe soluble por- 
tions dowu lo tne roots or tbe plants. 
The uiols also follow Lbe plant tood that 
uuuy be e<irrml below tbe top soil. Bj 
top dressing wbeat with mauuie the 
plants are also, lo a certain extent, pro- 
tected m wintei, while the spreading ot 
tbe manure at thus season saves labor in 
tbe spriup. 


The quantity ot manure made by a 


cow in one year is Vbiy large, especially 
if all tbe liquids and solids are saved. 
"With tbe use of litter it is claimed that j 
a cow will make a ton of manure a 
month, but this estimate includes tbe 
absorbent materials ot tbe litter, which 
seive to prevent loss rather tban to add 
anything of value to the manure. It is 
not to be oveilookad, however, that even 
it tbe value of the litter is eliminaSad 
fie proportion of liquids aud solids is 
also laige.
